He made this proposal under the 
term s of a general treaty of arbi­ 
tration signed a t W ashington in 
January 1929, to which Mexico, 
the United States, and m ost other 
Am erican republics are parties. 
Governm ent Accused 
Hull tacitly accused the M exican 
governm ent of having failed to 
m ake an hor est effort to pay for- 
seized property, and scolded the 
regim e of President Lazaro C ar­ 
denas for jeopardizing not only the 
good neighbor policy of this go­ 
vernm ent, but also the whole realm 
of 
am icable 
international 
rela­ 
tions. 
Specifically, his note dealt only 
w ith farm lands, owned by U. S. 
citizens, which have been seized 
by the Mexican governm ent since

The cases In which the treatment 
works best ar* those of split per­ 
sonality, 
particularly 
in

people. The drugs used are insulin

and metrazol. The patient is given 
enough of these so that a condition 
of profound shock is induced. 
Restored to Normal 
Then restoration to normal is 
produced. 
The idea is that th* 
shock to the brain is sufficient, so 
that it is thrown completely off 
balance and It may suddenly come 
back Into gear. 
It is a dangerous treatment and 
deaths have occurred, but most of 
the relatives of these people are 
willing to take th* risks—are will­ 
ing to do anything which holds out 
any hope. 
Th* injection treatment of her­ 
nia is another new subject dis­ 
cussed by Drs. Franklin I. Harris 
and A. S. White of San Francisco. 
Here again is something that few 


surgeons would have looked on 
with favor a matter of IO years 
ago. 
But experience has proved that 
with 
proper care this injection 
treatment gives good results and 
saves the necessity for an oper­ 
ation with the attendant discom­ 
forts.

Shigemitsu, returning 
hurriedly 
at the order of his government 
from a vacation abroad, saw Lit­ 
vinov Wednesday. 
News of the

cial communique. It was not until 
this morning when they read their 
newspapers, th at Russian people 
realized th a t the recurrent te n ­ 
sion in relations with Japan had 
been intensified to a high degree.

Russia was shown plainly by the 
exchanges between Litvinov 
and 
Shigemitsu as given in substance 
in the Russian official com mun­ 
ique:

(Ja p a n ’s satellite 
state formed from Chinese Man­ 
churia.) Responsibility for viola­ 
tion of the frontier status rests 
with Russia. Japan demands im ­ 
mediate withdrawal of the Rus­ 
sian troops. 
Litvinov—The Russian claim to 
the hill is incontestible. 
Move­ 
m ents of Russian troops in R us­ 
sian territory are regulated

Russian authorities and no inter­ 
ference by or demand of any other 
state can be permitted. 
Japan- 
Manchukuo will bear responsibil­ 
ity for any developments.

Piper of Hamlin take anxiously to his reputation. 
The 
dog is 
no casual rodent 
exterm inator who works when the 
spirit moves her. 
She works 
at it regularly and vigorously. 
Fannie 
'fg ets record-breaking results, and 
her role in the general scheme of 
things is an im portant part of 
the operation of a great paper 
mill. 
The Container Corporation plant 
is one of the larger straw board 
mills in the United States. 
The 
straw, brought in by neighboring 
farmers, is baled and stacked in 
ricks, preparatory to being cook­ 
ed, rolled and sheeted for corru­ 
gating material in boxes. 
These 
ricks, vast rectangular stacks of 
baled straw, rise to great heights, 
and are excellent breeding places 
for rats. 
When the ricks are torn down 
the rat dwellers become a real 
problem. 
They m ust be exter­ 
minated,—and as anyone who has 
known their vicious bites can well 
testify, thats no easy job.

Russians did not withdraw.

July 18 the foreign office spokes­ 
man asserted th at one of three 
Japanese gendarm es reconnoitring 
near the hill had been killed by 
the Russians July 15. On the night 
of July 19 Gen. Kazushige Ugaki, 
Japanese foreign minister, ordered 
the Japanese embassy at Moscow 
to protest strongly, and Ambassa­ 
dor Shigemitsu was ordered back 
there. The official Tass Agency at 
Moscow in a communique July 17 
said the hill which the Russians 
had occupied was Russian and cit­ 
ed as proof a map attached to the 
Russian-Chinese treaty 
of 
Hun- 
chun concluded in 1869. Japan in 
turn cited old m aps as 
showing 
that the territory was Manchukuan 
and said th a t further Korean vil­ 
lagers went there each year to 
hold their December and March 
festivals on the hill.)

"The taking of property w ithout 
compensation is not expropriation. 
It is confiscation.
